state for a few years, but future plans 
were not clarified. The residents of 
Vineyard have proposed incorporat- 
tion at this time because of a possible 
change in zoning laws, said Willes. 
County zoning laws now require a 
minimum of 20 acres in any sales 
transaction, but the county is consid- 
ering lowering the minimum to five 
acres, thus allowing residents to sell 
property in smaller parcels, he said. 
State law requires at least 100 resi- 
dents, but no more than 800 resi- 
dents, for an area to incorporate into a 
town, said Berlin. “The process is a 
simple one of filing a petition with 
enough signatures with the County 


Commission and the County Commis- 


sion reviewing and approving the in- 
corporation,” he said. 

The County Commission has re- 
quested that Mountainlands Associa- 
tion of Governments do a study to see 
how Vineyard’s incorporation would 
affect surrounding areas, said Berlin.

International outrage over Ay- 
atullah Ruhollah Khomeini’s death 
warrant against Salmon Rushdie, 
threatens to destroy improved re- 
lations with the international com- 
munity supported by many leaders 
in Iran. 

The Rushdie affair has embar- 
rassed those who favored a partial 
breaking away from the strict non- 
alignment policy of the religious 
leaders, said a state department of- 
ficial who asked that his name not 
be used. There is no open challenge 
to Khomeini’s stance by govern- 
ment officials who favor a more 
pragmatic course of diplomacy, but 
they are trying to keep doors open 
until the issue dies down and rela- 
tions can be resumed, he said. 

The condemnation of Rushdie’s 
book “The Satanic Verses” two 
weeks ago put an abrupt end to the 
steady stream of government rep- 
resentatives from Europe, Japan 
and the Soviet Union who have vis- 
ited Iran since the end of its war 
with Iraq. Twelve European coun- 
tries followed Great Britain’s ex- 


ample and responded sharply last _ 


week by recalling their diplomats 
and suspending high-level visits to 
and from Iran, dashing hopes in 
Iran of improving relations with 
the West. 

“The end of the war (with Iraq) 
was perceived in Iran as an oppor- 
tunity for new beginnings in diplo- 
matic relations and was received 
with enormous relief,” said Shaul 
Bakhash, professor of Iranian his- 
tory at the George Mason Univer- 
sity in Fairfax, Va. “But the Irani- 
ans had expected more pressure by 
the international community on 
Iraq to be more open. The.frustra- 
tion over Rushdie is partly a reac- 
tion because this did not come 
about.” 

Those in favor of an opening up of 
relations with other countries, 
headed by Parliamentary Speaker 
Ali Akbar Hashemi Rafsanjani and 
supported by Khomeini’s desig- 
nated successor, Ayatullah Hus- 
sein Ali Montazeri, felt Iran’s plans 
for reconstruction-could not be car- 
ried out without outside help and 
that there was a need for an in- 


crease in the role of the private sec- 
tor, he said. 

These leaders welcomed postwar 
negotiations with West Germany on 
the establishment of a framework of 
long- and immediate-term credit in 
exchange for Iranian oil. They were 
positive to a Soviet Union offer to 
help with the expansion of a Soviet- 
built steel mill and the construction 
of grain silos, dams and hydroelectri- 
cal power plants. Also the British 
re-established diplomatic relations 
with hopes to benefit from their 
presence in Tehran, said Bakhash. 

Critics of this policy line were 
headed by Khomeini. Although not 
entirely averse to an opening up of 
relations, they have pointed to the 
former Shah’s dependence on the 
United States and voiced strong con- 


demnations of overtures made by 
the Iranian government to the West. 
During the war years, Iran man- 


aged to maintain only erratic diplo- 
matic ties with such countries as 


Britain, France and Canada and be- 
came increasingly isolated. Accord- 


ing to the State Department repre- 


sentative, four thousand villages and 
six major cities have been com- 
pletely destroyed by Iraqi bombs. 

Iran’s estimated reconstruction 
costs range from $100-500 million 
dollars. Import was restricted dur- 
ing the war and oil exports dropped 
from $10-12 billion a year to $6 billion 
during the war. “The Rushdie affair 
constitutes a severe setback to dis- 
cernible trends in Iran the past year 
in favor of improved relations with 
the world,” Bakhash said. 


Rushdie’sbooksoldout | 
despite Moslem opposition

Although there have been violent 
attacks against bookstores selling 
Salman Rushdie’s “Satanic Verses,” 
Provo-area bookstores are willing to 
restock the book if they can get it 
from the publisher. 

“We have five or six calls a day 
from people who want to know if we 
have the book,” said Joan Walters, a 
purchaser for Valley Book in Provo. 
“We've got the book back-ordered 
but our wholesaler says he doesn’t 
know if he'll be able to get the book 
from Viking.” 

Sales of “Satanic Verses” skyrock- 
eted after Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini blacklisted the 
author and put a bounty on his life. 
Rushdie has been in hiding since 
Feb. 14, 

“We ordered the book as a new 
title, but now we’re sold out,” said 
Don Fossum, a BYU Bookstore 
buyer. “The Ayatollah made the 
book a best seller,” he said. 

“The book is back-ordered from 
the publisher, and we'll continue to 
carry it if we can get-it,”;Fossum 
said. 

University of Utah Bookstore 


clerk Jason Holbrook said the book is |. 
a “big seller.” The bookstore sold all 
five copies of the book they had on 
hand the day after the Ayatollah 
made his death threat, he said. 

Many bookstores across the nation 
have been threatened by Moslems 
who believe Rushdie’s novel blas- 
phemes Islam. 

“T hate to see violence over a book 
that probably isn’t that good any- 
way,” Walters said. “I have mixed 
emotions. We’d like to sell the book, 
but it’s not worth putting someone’s 
life in jeopardy.” 

Holbrook said, “We’re not afraid 
of anything happening, We just want 
to make money.” 

Fossum, who has read parts of 
“Satanic Verses,” said the book may 
cause some theological problems for 
Moslems, but the Ayatollah is just 
involved in a “power play” politically 
with world leaders. 

“T’ve read a little of the book. It’s 
an adequate novel. It may raise 
hackles, but the closest thing people 
may compare it to is the flap over the 
movie “The Last Temptation of 
Christ,’ and there weren’t a bunch of 


~ultra-conservative Christians out 


bombing movie theaters,” Fossum 
said.

At the Feb. 283 Wyoming game 
in Laramie, Wyo., which Wyoming 
won 72-65, Wyoming players declined 
to shake hands with their BYU coun- 
terparts before the game started and 
then, during the game, Wyoming fans 
yelled obscenities at BYU. 

The behavior of BYU fans at the 
University of Utah game, two days 
later, was also inappropriate, BYU 
Athletic Director Glenh C. Tuckett 
indicated. 

“I don’t want to see people throw- 
ing ice on the floor (tonight), ” Tuck- 
ett said. “All we want to do is to have 
a good ball game.” 

YU forward Andy Toolson said, 
“We have to keep these things in per- 
spective and be good sports while 
competing.” 

Tonight’s game against the Univer- 
sity of Wyoming will begin at 7:35 
p.m. in the Marriott Center.

Reed said that a “976” number is a 
contractual number with the phone 
company and that students will be au- 
tomatically charged $10 for placing a 
call to that number.

Reed said, “We feel that students 
are the target of their advertising 
campaign because of their name, Cou- 
gar Employment Service.” 

The Ombudsman’s Office also tried 
to contact the people at the job ser- 
vice at one point, and the “375” line 
was busy. Reed said they contacted 
the operator, who said there was no 
conversation on the line, and that by 
contract with the phone company the 
line must be answered. When they 
phoned the job service number again 
they got an answering machine. 

The Ombudsman’s Office is work- 
ing with Frank Wall at the Utah 
County Attorney’s Office on this in- 
vestigation. 

Reed asks students with com- 


plaints about the Cougar Employ- 
ment Service to contact her or Marty 
Hill at the Ombudsman’s Office in 437 
ELWC or by calling 378-4132. The 
office can turn the complaints over to 
the Utah County Attorney’s Office. 

Students who are trying to have 
the $10 service charge removed from 
their phone bill are also urged by 
Reed to contact the Ombudsman’s Of- 
fice. People there will be able to put 
students in contact with the right peo- 
ple at the phone company.

Police have established no motive 
for the dismemberment slaying and 
have made no arrests, 

White’s father, 75-year-old Dale 
White, is waiting for word from police 
in the apartment he shared with his 
son for the last three years. 

“I just want to get him back whole 
so we can return to Fort Wayne and 
bury him in Lindenwood (Cemetery) 
next to his mother,” White said ear- 
lier this week. 

White last saw his son on Feb. 21. 
Two days later, he reported him miss- 
ing. The day before, the legs had been 
found. 

“We're fairly certain it’s Larry Du- 
ane White, but we can’t say positively 
until tests are made,” said Detective 
Dick Judd of the homicide division of 
the Salt Lake County Sheriff's De- 
partment. 

White said he had identified as his 
son’s blood-stained sweater, shirt 
and eyeglasses that also had been 
found in the dumpster. 

The younger White was a native of 
Fort Wayne and grew up on River- 
met Avenue. 

His death shocked those who knew 
him in Fort Wayne, where he taught 
Sunday school for The Church of Je- 
sus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

“He was a regular churchgoer and 
liked to help his father in the geneal- 
ogy library here,” said Bishop Nelson

Marital problems 
can be exchanged 
for therapy at BYU

The BYU Marriage and Family 
Therapy Department is offering free 
confidential marriage counseling in 
exchange for participation in an ongo- 
ing research study of current issues 
that face married couples. 

The therapy comes from a well-es- 
tablished treatment for marital con- 
flict, said the director of the research, 
Matthew P. Parvis, a third-year doc- 
toral student in marriage and family 
therapy. 

The program has shown improve- 
ment in 80 percent of the cases when 
the couples “do their homework,” said 
D. Eugene Mead, professor in the 
BYU Family Sciences Department. 

Consisting of five lessons, the ther- 
apy ordinarily takes six weeks, but if 
the couple wishes to continue for an 
extended period, the clinic will ac- 
commodate them without charge un- 
til the couple is satisfied, said Mead. 

BYU’s Comprehensive Clinic has a 
national reputation for its facilities, 
said Mead. The clinic offers marriage 
consultation outside of research con- 
ditions for $5 to $40 per session, de- 
pending on the income of the patient, 
said Mead. 

Applicants can contact Mead or 
Parvis at 378-7759 by April for regis- 
tration at the BYU Comprehensive 
Clinic.

Morality vs. capability 
issue in Tower affair

On Jan. 30, Don Larsen, a graduate 
student in computer-integrated man- 
ufacturing, set up a booth in the 
ELWC step-down lounge to collect 
signatures. This was no BY USA peti- 
tion or even one to the BYU adminis- 
tration. His petition was aimed at 
Congress; more specifically, Speaker 
of the House Jim Wright, D-Tex. 
Larsen set up the petition because he 
thought people should take a stand 
against the 50 percent Congressional 
pay raise proposal, that was sched- 
uled to take effect Feb. 8. Larsen told 
the Daily Universe: “I think our 
views need(ed) to be expressed and to 
let Congress know that if they (did) 
get the pay raise, it wasn’t because 
the people wanted it.” And the re- 
sponse? In three days, Larsen raked 
in 1,542 signatures on a petition de- 
nouncing Jim Wright and the House 
for not voting on the pay increase and 
demanding immediate action by Con- 
gress. 

Larsen sent the petition Federal 
Express on Wednesday, Feb. 1 and it 
arrived in Washington Thursday 
morning. Thursday night the Senate 
voted to reject the 50 percent pay 
raise, but Jim Wright and his House 
were still holding out. They wanted to 
let the proposal take effect on Feb. 8 
and then vote to reduce it, as Wright 
described, to “a decent raise” of 30 
percent. 

But they couldn't hold out long 
enough. Congress received so much 
opposition to the proposal, it voted 
against the 50 percent pay increase 
from an $89,500 salary on Feb. 7. At 
the time he set up the booth, Larsen 
told the Daily Universe, “A lot of 
people think the effort to get them to 
vote is doomed to failure. My position 
is that if it [pay increase} happens, it 
needs to be done with big public cut 
ery.” A “big public outcry” is exactly 
what Congress got, Larsen’s petition 
was part of it. 

A few letters to the Daily Universe 
editor arguing against the pay raise 
began in early January, urging stu- 
dents to respond to the 50 percent 
proposal if they felt it wrong. If Don 
Larsen had not set up the petition 
booth in the step-down lounge, how 
many of those 1,542 people who 
signed his petition would have writ- 
ten their Congressman and told him 
how angry they were? The few letters 
the House probably would have re- 
ceived from angry citizens certainly 
could not have been called a “public 


outery.” At least not the kind of out- 
ery Larsen was shooting for, and 
which he apparently got, when he set 
up the booth. 

And how much public outery has 
been heard over other questionable 
behavior by some members of Con- 
gress? Perhaps a letter should have 
been sent to Congressman William 
Boner, D-Tenn, encouraging him to 
stop spending campaign committee 
money on $5,000 worth of office furni- 
ture, and $4,100 for a trip to the Ori- 
ent with his wife. Maybe letters 
should have been written to Robert 
Garcia, D-N.Y., when he allegedly 
took $80,000 in bribes from a defunct 
Bronx defense contractor. Or maybe 
a letter should have been sent to Con- 
gressman Wright when he used 
Matthew Cossolotto, a Congressional 
office aide, to assemble his new book 
using 200 office hours and $2,078 in 
government funds? 

If those same Congressmen had re- 
ceived a petition from 1,542 people 
urging them to stop their wasteful use 
of public money and stick to balancing 
the budget, perhaps the Executive 
Branch created Commission on Leg- 
islative, Executive and Judicial 
Salaries would never have had the 
courage to propose the Congressional 
pay raise in the first place. Where are 
all the Don Larsens when you need 
them? A large group, with thousands 
of outraged people, is definitely more 
convincing when voicing opinions 
than a few letters written here and 
there, if written at all. 

BYU students live and study in a 
unique environment where thousands 
of other students have similar goals 
and interests. Students have the op- 
portunity to band together; to unite in 
causes they want to stand up for. Don 
Larsen had never set up a petition 
booth before, and his wife doesn’t de- 
scribe him as a political activist. But 
he had the courage to call his repre- 
sentatives and write letters to the 
Daily Universe. Don Larsen had the 
courage to attract BY U students toa 
large-scale petition. But until there 
are more Don Larsens, public outrage 
over governmental problems and con- 
cerns will probably continue to be 
minimized by public officials. If things 
change, or just seem to stay the same 
in Washington, at least legislators 
would know the public that elects 
them isn’t always happy about what 
they’re doing there.

fessor, said some believe the collec- 
tion is demeaning to women. 

“Many people, most notably con- 
temporary feminists, tend to deride 
this cycle, saying that it tends to 
make women seem inferior and that a 
modern woman would not so debase 
herself,” Stuart said. 

The song cycle traces a young girl’s 
life as she falls in love, is engaged, 
marries, has her first child and loses 
her husband to death. “They [femi- 
nists] claim the text is subservient 
with its ideals of living for him alone 
and serving him alone,” said Stuart. 

The people who make those claims, 
Stuart said, only see one side of the 
story. She said a man could easily say 
the same words. 


Stuart said Chamisso had a very 
deep love for his wife, and believed a 
good marriage was a “masterpiece of 
the creator.” She said he felt very 
strongly about having a union in his 
marriage and knew it took sacrifice to 
make it so. 

Stuart said Schumann wrote the 
music for the poems in 1840 as a wed- 
ding gift to his bride, Clara Weick, a 
famous pianist. Chamisso actually 
wrote nine poems for the cycle, but 
Schumann only wrote music for eight 
of them. 

Stuart will be performing the cycle, 
“Die Frauenliebe und -leben,” as a 
part of an Honors Program series in 
the Coray Auditorium, MSRB, at 
7:30 p.m. She will also be lecturing on 
the cycle. The performance is free to 
the public. 

The text is in German, Stuart said, 
but she will distribute the English 
translation to the audience. Jeffrey 
Shumway, also a music faculty mem- 
ber, will assist in the lecture and on 
the piano. 

Stuart said they will explain the 
process of understanding how a com- 
poser looks at the poetry and does 
justice to the music and to the words 
before adding the vocalist, who also 
has an interpretive responsibility. 

Stuart said people need to listen to 
the cycle for the beauty and ideal 
matching of the composition to the 
words.

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Original reproductions of prints 
from Cook voyage to be shown at Y

More than 200 years ago, Captain 
James Cook set out on an expedition 
to the South Seas. Some of the discov- 
eries made during that voyage paved 
the way for many breakthroughs in 
science and navigation. 

The world can now enjoy some of 
Cook’s work which has been rediscov- 
ered. A set of prints of copper engrav- 
ings of botanical specimens found on 
Cook’s voyage has recently been pub- 
lished. 

Now, copies of the these prints, 
which have been reproduced for the 
first time, will be on display at BYU 
beginning March 14. 

Paul Cox, a BYU professor of 
botany, was instrumental in bringing 
the prints to BYU, said Celeste 
Knight, a BYU graduate in zoology 
who is now a research assistant to 
Cox. 

Of the 100 sets which were printed, 
most were donated to museums or 
educational institutions, but two sets 
were appropriated for public auction. 
One print will be auctioned at BYU. 

Cox arranged for the prints to come 
to BYU through his association with 
C. J. Humphries, a botanist with the 
British Museum who worked with the 


prints into copper engravings, which 
was done, and then publish them as 


new scientific discoveries because the 


expedition had discovered approxi- 
mately 1,400 new species of plants. 
But, after the engravings were 
made, Banks just left his house open 
to the public and he never got around 
to publishing the finds, said Knight. 
The copper engravings were finally 
placed in a corner of the herbarium in 
the British Museum in London and it 
wasn’t until the 1960s that they were 
discovered and the process was begun 
a 


to make prints of them. A 17th-cen- 
tury method to make the color prints 
was used and it took about 25 years to 
complete the process. 

These prints were just recently re- 
leased. 

“Critics say they are the closest 
thing to perfection in the 20th cen- 
tury,” said Knight. “I’ve never seen 
anything like them, they are incredi- 
ble.”
